The city of Wilton Manors 
just made it alittle more difficult 
for taxpayers to find out whose 
travel they’re paying for. 

Under a policy change ap- 
proved unanimously Tuesday 
night, more travel will be given

publicly aired at City Commis- 
sion meetings. At the same 
meeting, city commissioners in- 
creased the daily stipend for 
breakfast, lunch and dinner 
when they’re away on city busi- 
ness.

Since Matthew Pisoni was convicted for 
his role in running a $25 million sweep- 
stakes fraud, his life took a devastating turn. 

His sentencing Tuesday was more emo- 
tional than most as his attorneys, family and 
friends recounted his tragic personal losses 
in the three months since a jury found him 
guilty: Pisoni’s 19-year-old son from a prior 
relationship died of an accidental drug 
overdose in September; Pisoni’s wife had a 
miscarriage soon after the August trial. 

Prosecutors expressed their condolences 
but recommended Pisoni should serve the 
maximum of 20 years in prison for his role 
in a massive fraud conspiracy that hurt 
thousands of victims in the United States, 
Canada, the United Kingdom, Japan and 
other countries. Many of the victims were 
vulnerable and elderly. 

“This is about other families, too ... sons 
who watched their fathers being de- 
frauded,’ prosecutor H. Ron Davidson told 
the judge.
